F o r years, under republican and 
democratic administrations alike, 
the city of Sedalia has been spend­ 
ing more than the annual revenue.

8 ,000 negroes

found dead. T h e Filipinos or their 
allies slip up behind our men and 
m urder them.

M r. Rodes 
strongly denies this. 
H e also de­ 
nies th at Charles P. Johnson, of 
St. Louis, has been em ployed to as­ 
sist in the prosecution. 
T he prosecution says that it will 
be easily proven that Jester m u r­ 
dered Gates. 
Old m an Gates, father of the 
m urdered boy, has in his posses­ 
sion now a very peculiar cap which 
Gilbert G ates had w hen he left 
home that was found in the bottom 
of J e s te r’s tiu nk after he was a r­ 
rested. 
H e also has the 
buffalo 
robe w hich belonged to his son 
and w hich Jester, it is alleged, sold 
to a m erchant in D ecatur, 111. 
M r. Gates accidentally discover­ 
ed that Jester had sold it in D eca­ 
tur, S3 he w ent there and succeeded 
in locating the party to w hom J e s ­ 
ter had sold the robe. 
H e asked to 
see it, but was told that it had been 
sent to a tannery. 
T h ey w ent to 
the tannery and asked for this robe 
and were told th at it w as in soak. 
T he tanner asked the m erchant if 
he had noticed a nyth ing peculiar 
about it, and he said he had not. 
T h e tanner then told him th a t it 
was badly stained w ith blood w hen 
it was taken out of the w ater

w ater show ed indications of blood. 
G ates recognized the robe im m edi­ 
ately as the one his son ow ned, and 
took a large bottle of the bloody 
w ater to C hicago and had it ana ­ 
lyzed by specialists and they pro­ 
nounced it hum an blood. 
It is stated th a t the m erchant to 
w hom Jester sold the robe and the 
tanner will both be present at the 
trial to testify against him.

Assumes the Hesemblauee of Those 
She Gives Messages fr om In 
the spir it noiTd. 


The lady 
who 
begin as

nights’ engagement at Forest park 


to night 
was referred to as fol­ 


lows in the Sunday morning St, 


Louis Post-Dispatch : 


During three weeks an unusual 


sort of spiritualistic medium 
has 


been in St. 
Louis. 
She is Mrs. 


Murtha, 
of 
Paterson, 
N . 
J., a 


medium who “ takes on.” She does 


other things which are done by 


other mediums, 
but her claim to 


distinction 
rests 
on her tests in 


“ taking on.” 


She “ takes on” the condition of 


those who have 
“ passed out” at 


the moment she feels what they 


felt. 
B y many of the moU discerning 


students of spiritualism her tests 
were considered the most convinc­ 
ing ever seen in St. Louis. 
Mrs. Murtha was not presumed 
to know any of the people who at­ 
tended her seances. 
Passing into a condition of semi­ 
consciousness, she would touch a 
person in the circle and say, “ This 
is for you.” 
The 
movements 
of 
her body, 
spasmodic and erratic and appar­ 
ently not under her control, would 
then graphically indicate that she 
was 
suffering 
with 
the 
disease 
which had caused the death of a 
relative of the one indicated. 
In the most successful tests she 
was partially .transfigured, her fea­ 
tures taking on a resemblance to 
those of the deceased and the tones 
of her voice being startlingly like 
the fondly remembered tones of the 
departed. 
Passing on into the spirit realm 
she has received and transmitted 
messages from the dead to the liv­ 
ing about things of which the me­ 
dium 
could 
have 
had 
no prior 
knowledge. 
Mrs. Murtha was invited to hold 
seances in a number of private res­ 
idences and was made much of by 
»those who were impressed with her 


work. 
But the spiritualists, as a whole, 
for some unexplained reason, 
did 
not take kindly to her and she met 
with 
little encouragement 
where 
she expected the most. 
For 
that 
reason she left St. Louis with a 
conviction pretty firmly implanted 
that it is not a good place 
for 
a 
medium who takes on. 
Mrs. Murtha was 
accompanied 
by her 
husband. 
T h ey 
are 
not 
traveling 
mediums 
but 
stopped 
here three weeks while making 
a 
western trip. 
T h ey stayed with a 
family 
of 
spiritualists 
at 
2657 
Olive street. 
W hen a 
reporter 
called 
there 
Mrs, Murtha called her 
husband 
from his dinner to do the talking. 
She took a seat in the room 
and 
said as much as the volubility 
of 
her husband left opportunity for. 
Mr. Murtha is a rather slender, 
bald-headed 
gentleman 
with 
an 
unstable eye and a rambling style 
of 
discourse. 
He 
admitted that 
his wife was the greatest medium 
in the world, and he would say it 
fearlessly even if she was his wife. 
H e told how he had been con­ 
verted from a scoffing skeptic to a 
firm believer 
in 
the spirits and 
their return by his wife, who was 
then the widow Phillips. 
“ The first time I went to her,’ 
he said, “ I was laughing at myself 
all the time and saying to myself, 
‘ Murtha, you’re a big fool.’ 
But 
all [ her prophecies concerning me 
came true, and I became a believer 
in spirit communication, 
I could 
tell you many 
wonderful things 
that m y wife has done, but it will 
be best for you to see her work 
yourself. 
There will be a test at 
the home of one of our friends to­ 
morrow night. 
Y o u come there 


and see her w ork.” 
Mrs. Murtha uses her hands a 
great deal in talking. She does not 
use her grammar so much. 
She is 


rather fleshy and 
not 
uncomely. 
She keeps her eyes closed about 
half the time when talking, and 
flings herself about in the chair as 
though under the control of a nerv­ 
ous spirit. 
Her conversation be­ 
trays a general lack of knowledgs. 
Those who have seen her work 
consider that her ignorance on gen­ 
eral subjects makes her demonstra­ 
tions the more amazing. 
Mrs. Murtha remarked that she 
had a whole lot of clippings from 
newspapers 
describing 
numerous 
tests she had given. 
She was ask­ 
ed to get some of them for the re­ 
porter. 
She started to do so, but 
stopped and insisted upon her hus­ 
band finishing 
his 
dinner. 
He 
arose and went with her into the 
back parlor. 
He sat down at the 
table, 
but almost instantly arose 
and walked cjuickly back into the 
front parlor.

Louis spirtualists,” she said. 
“ Th ey don’ t believe there is a God. 
W e believe in God and hold that a 
person can stay in his church and 
be a spirtualist at the same time.”

about spasmodically.

Brewer was o ne o f the o wners o f a 
small tent sho w, which came here 
dr ex hibitio n. 
Amo ng their at­ 
tractio ns was a creature o f seem­ 
ingly a higher fo rm o f animal life 
han a mo nkey and lo wer than a 
man. 
Brewer and Tho rndy ke called 
he animal the “ Missing link,” 
and laid great stress o n the alleged 
act that no o ne was able to say 
whether it belo nged to the human 
o r the brute creatio n. 
Brewer no w 
av ers that the freak was a mo nkey . 
In a scuffle with it the sho wman 
became angry and, seizing a heav y 
club, dealt his antago nist a hard 
blo w o v er the ear, fro m the effects 
o f which it died in a few ho urs. 
The lo cal autho rities immediately 
placed Brewer under arrest o n a 
charge o f murder.
